He recited 
the St. Louis grand jury report of 
Nov. 29, censuring “maladministra- 
tion of the St. Louls Excise Com- 
miasioner’s office” in the period 
when McDaniel was commissioner. 
He said the grand jury was im- 
paneled by a Democratic Judge and 
Democratic ‘Sheriff, and was ad- 
vised by a Democratic Circuit At- 
torney. “How much do you think 
Mr. Donnell’s majority would have 
been,” Ferguson asks, “if this re- 
port had been given to the voters 
before eléction?” 

McDaniel was at his home, 5936 
Waterman avenue, last night, rest- 
ing after the extraction of several 
teeth. Members of his family said 
he was leaving the contest pro- 
cedure in the hands of the State 
Committee, and that his recent 
statement contained all he wished 
to say at this time.

“Outside the. South,” Smith con-

slackening of commercial activities 
and a downward trend in real es- 
tate values, particularly in those 
parts of the cities where values and 
activities have been highest, be- 
cause the pressure of population 
has been removed. 


“This situation suggests seweral 
things. First, and most obvious to 
the real estate dealer, should be 
the need for rural and suburban 
zoning to protect the new real es- 
tate values being created in the 
areas that are developing around 
our larger cities; second, the de- 
velopment of neighborhood plans 
to insure maximum utility of prop- 
erty and safety of investment, and 
revision of old city plans; third, 
checking municipal expenditures 
which anticipate growth not likely 
to occur, and, fourth, development 
of plans to stimulate and insure fu- 
ture economic growth. 


Problem of Stimulation. 


“The latter is of importance be- 
cause city growth can be stimilat- 
ed even when natural processes 
have ceased to function, for cities 
are economic as well as social and 
political agencies, and it is to the 
economic side that stimulation can 
be applied, vigorously and posi- 
tively, provided the economic struc- 
ture withstands investigation and 
the political situation does not 
present offsetting handicaps.” 


Cities, he observes, usually grow 
through acquisition or development 
of employment opportunities, af- 
fecting the whole urban economic 
structure favorably. 

“There has always been a ten- 
dency to concentrate factories into 
a relatively few locations,” Smith 
says. “For the United States as a 
whole, 61 per cent of all the manu- 
facturers are produced in 33 metro- 
politan areas, which percentage has 
remained about constant for the 
past 40 years. This tendency of 
industries to concentrate has pro- 
duced the great cities of America 
and at the same time some social 
and economic problems which have 
led socially-minded persons to ad- 
vocate a wider scattering of in- 
dustry. 


Integrated Process. 


“Industry is an integrated proc- 
ess,'not an independent and wholly 
self-contained operation which can 
be put just anywhere. Decentral- 
ization of industry is probably a 
fine thing socially, although I do 
not admit that its concentration is 
responsible in itself for the prob- 
lems growing out of concentrated 
populations.

haps he got what he wanted be. 
cause a long way back he knew 
what he wanted. 

When the Democrats met in 
caucus on Thursday, they went 
through the form of nominating 
Rayburn as Speaker of the House, 
and on Friday the solid Democrat- 
ic majority re-elected him to that 
office over his Republican oppo- 
nent, Joseph W. Martin, minority 
leader. All this was pro forma - 
since it: has been a foregone con- 
clusion that the soft-spoken South- 
ern, Majority Leader for the past 
four years, would be named to 
preside over the Seventy-seventh 
Congress. 

The Senate has held no attrac- 
tion for Rayburn, nor any State 
or appointive office. Ever since 
he became Speaker of the Texas 
House, as a young man of 29, he 
has wanted to be Speaker of the 
House of Representatives in 
Washington. After 27 years of 
service, he has won to that place 
which «ranks third in the official 
hierarchy, below that of the office of Vice- 
President. 

Actually, of course, the Speaker has in 
the past exerted a much greater influence 
than the Vice-President. Keeping peace in 
the House, with 435 unruly individualists, 
each one out to make a record in his home 
district, is not easy task. Rayburn knows 
just what a job is before him, particularly 
since following the death of the late Speak- 
er William B. Bankhead, he had the respon- 
sibilities of that office ‘as well as his own 
duties as Majority Leader to perform dur- 
ing the final months of the longest session 
in history of the Congress. 


Last Six Months Difficult 

But Diplomatically Managed. 

The past six months have been difficult 
ones for Rayburn and he is happy they are 
over. As the Roosevelt third term move 
took shape, he risked a collision between two 
of his ancient loyalties. On the one hand 
was a fellow Texan, Vice-President Garner, 


| whom Rayburn has known long and intimate- 


ly, on the other side was Franklin D. 
Roosevelt whom Rayburn has served faith- 
fully out of a deep admiration and affec- 
tion. Garner’s boomlet for the nomination 
seemed to threaten the third term drive— 
or, to put it more accurately, it was being 
used as a rallying point for all the forces; 
within the party opposed to another term 
for Roosevelt. 

The Democratic State convention in Texas 
promised to become a free-for-all as ardent 
Roosevelt men moved to force a pro-third 
term delegation. Rayburn knew this would 
| cause lasting bitterness. Learning that the 
White House was perfectly agreeable, he 
called off the New Dealers and the delega- 
tion from Texas was pledged to Garner as a 
favorite son. At the Chicago convention 
there were a few brawls among the Texans 


‘| but that was only normal behavior for a 


delegation from the State of Sam_ Houston. 

When the proper time came, Rayburn took 

the platform and said he had been instructed 

by his delegation to move to make the third 
term nomination unanimous. 

Again and again he has exercised the tal- 
ents of a diplomat in calming the troubled 
waters of the House. As Majority Leader for 
the past four years he had an embarrassment 
| of riches and that was particularly true after 


the big sweep of 1936 when there were 334) 
Democrats and fewer than 90 Republicans| 


in the House. Such an unwieldy majority 
is difficult to hold in line since the dis- 
cipline of party allegiance tends to disap- 
pear. 

As Majority Leader, Rayburn ubed the 
arts of persuasion rather than coercion. Nor 
did he resort to frequént oratory on the floor. 
Only rarely, when it appearea to be abso-

to talk long and often was merely to encour- 
age the chronic burblers in the House, some 
dozen or more loquacious members whose 
speechmaking takes up at Jeast half of the 
House share of the Congressional Record. 
While he understands that a free flow of 


oratory is one of the privileges of a demo- 


cratic body, Rayburn is a man who likes 
to get things done. 

From long experience he brings to his new 
job an understanding of the attitude of the 
average House member, and particularly 
the new member. Rayburn remembers a car- 
toon that' showed in one corner the new 
Congressman being given a farewell banquet: 
he is telling the boys at home just what he 
is going to do when he gets to. Washington; 
in the other corner it showed the new ar- 
rival in the House about one foot high 
against a vast marble column. That, says 
Rayburn, is the way a new Congressman 
feele—unutterably lonely and useless. 

He may be recalling his own reactions 
when, “just turned 31,” he came to the 
House for the first time from Bonham, Tex. 
He had struggled, and struggled hard, to get 
there. His Confederate ‘grandfather had 
gone to Texas to get away forever from the 
“damn Yankees” and his father had pion- 
eered a farm in the black land near Bon- 
ham in Eastern Texas.

While there was little he could 
“io in this role, he was to prove 
that he had learned a great deal 
about the problems of business 
regulation, When the Democrats 
gained control of the House, be- 
fore the New Deal was even heard 
of, Rayburn initiated an investiga. 
tion of railroad holding com- 
panies. Many abuses had grown 
up with big railroads grabbing lit- 
tle ones and controlling them 
through minority stock ownership. 
Out of this investigation came leg- 
islation to end such practices. 
When President Roosevelt came 
along with his proposal to regu- 
late the Stock Exchange and the 
issuance and sale of securities, 
Rayburn was prepared to give him 
all possible assistance. This sober, 
plain-talking Texan worked with 
such New Dealers as Tommy Cor- 
coran and Ben Cohen to help pass 
the basic legislation setting up the 
Securities and Exchange Commis- 
sion. His calm counsel and “is great influ- 
ence with the membership contributed not 
a little to success in this bitter fight. Later 
Rayburn was to sponsor the Federal Com- 
munications Aci and the Rural Electrification 
Act. 

“Legislation should never be designed to 
punish anyone,” Rayburn says, expounding 
his theory of government regulation of busi- 
ness. “It must be fair—fair!” he repeats, 
giving the word a special emphasis. ‘And or- 
dinarily it’s a question of legislation to regu- 
late the minority—the pistol-toting minority. 


Trying to Stop the Bandits, 
Not Honorable Busindss Men. 


“I remember when the bill to regulate the 
securities market was up, a very high type 
of man from the New York Stock Exchange 
camé to see me. He said they didn’t need 
any such legislation; that the Stock Exchange 
was prepared for self-regulation which would 
do the job. 

“But I disagreed with him. I told him 
we weren’t attacking business, legitimate 
business. We were simply pulling the leeches 
off, getting rid of the desperadoes. I want- 
ed the exchanges open. There was no one 
else to do the business they were doing. But 
someone had to drive out the bandits. 

“I couldn’t help but remember, as I talked 
with that man, and he was-an honorable, 
high type of man, the figures I'd seen some- 
where showing that of the 60 billions in se- 
curities issued between 1922 and 1932, 25 
billions weren’t worth the paper they were 
written on. That was what we were trying 
to stop.” 

In spite of his 27 years in Washington, you 


could never mistake Sam Rayburn for any- 


thing but a Texan. There must be something 
special in Texas imprint, for men like Ray- 
burn and Garner spend their lives in this 
shifting, impersonal capital and yet they re- 
tain that special Texas quality.

Mexican Government Takes Back 
Its National Railways, Ending 


Workers’ Control 


Unions Unable to Overcome Pre-Existing 
Faults to Which They Added Some of Their 
Own—Reorganization Necessary.

the National Railways face a com- 
plete and drastic reorganization. 
The first step has already been 
tgken,. Congress has passed (Dec. 
27) a law stripping the labor ad- 
ministration of its powers of con- 


of directors on which the Govern- 
ment will have the deciding voice. 


What Next Step Must Be. 

A complete reorganization plan, 
possibly involving dismissa] of thou- 
sands of workers, rigid economies 
and purchase of new cars and loco- 
motives, will be the next step. For- 
mer President Lazaro Cardenas had 
ordered a reorganization last sum- 
mer, but was reluctant to force an 
issue before the ‘end of his term. 

Passage of the new law by 
Congress not only spelled the doom 
of one of Mexico's greatest labor 
experiments, but it is interpreted 
here as a clear handwriting on the 
wall sign to all labor elements. The 
powerful Syndicate of Railroad 
Workers, which had actual charge 
of operations, was accused by the 
Government of responsibility for 
the slackening of discipline, of cov- 
ering up negligent workers, and of 
disastrous management. The angry 
syndicate voted to oppose the new 
Government attitude and hotly de- 
nied the charges, but there was no 
opportunity for effective opposition, 
and when the law was passed, al- 
most without discussion, the syn- 
dicate had no recourse but to ac 
cept. 

Conditions over the 8350 miles of 
track operated by the National 
Railways are critical. Locomotives 
with an average age of 30 years 
pull wooden passenger and freight 
cars over track and roadbeds that 
sadly need repairs. Shaky wooden 
bridges that collapse with unnerv- 
ing frequency must be replaced 
with steel or concrete structures. 
Time tables mean little—trains that 
arrive on time are a rarity—and 
freight and passenger standards of 
service have fallen. | 


Heavy Load of Debt. 


Direct debt of the National Rail- 
ways, according to the best avail- 
able sources, is more than 80,000,- 
000 pesos. Two years ago, when 
the workers were given charge, it 
was at 50,000,000 pesos. These are 
staggering sums for a country like 
Mexico; and do not include an esti- 
ated $500,000 which the railroads 
owe to American companies for 
equipment and rental of freight 
and refrigerator cars in trans-bor- 
der shipments. There also is the 
matter of payment for railroad 
properties expropriated in 1937, 
when the Government took the 
lines out of private ownership. No 
inventories of those properties have 
ever been made, although the law 
provided for determinatipn of value 
and compensation by the Govern- 
ment. It is estimated here that at 
least 150,000,000 pesos are needed 
to affect any real transformation 
in the decrepit state of the rail- 
roads. 

A tragic wreck recently near 
Iguala, in which nearly 80 persons 
were killed or injured, was the 
straw that broke the back of the 
Government’s patience with the 
workers’ administration. The 
smash-up was due to faulty brakes 
and human carelessness and was 
the worst of a series of wrecks 
that have been increasing in the 
past few years.

EXICO’s national railway system, after years of mismanagement 
and decay under a series of bungled administrations, is about to 
get a new start under a government system of control. The 
workers’ administration, which begged for and was given control of 
the lines as a daring labor experiment in 1938, proved unable to im- 
prove deep-rooted faults, and the new Government of Avila Camacho 
has decided to take into its own hands the task of remedying condi-

The 
present situation is the outgrowth 
of a good many years.

When Mexico's revolution flared 
up in 1910, the National Railways 
were operated by a corporation and 
were under a semi-private form of 
control, The Government, however, 
held over 50 per cent of the stock 
and had the controlling voice. 

At no time, as the labor groups 
like to claim, were the lines in the 
hands of American or other foreign 
interests. No more than 18 per 
cent of the shares in the National. 
Railways ever was owned by Amer- 
icans, 

The revolutionary period was 
difficult for the railroads. Bandits, 
rebel armies and Government forces 
just about wrecked most of the 
equipment. Each army General 
liked to regard that part of the 
lines which ran through his terri- 
tory as his own property.. 

In 1920/ when quiet had been re- 
stored, the National Lines were 
back in what was nominally a com- 
pany management. However, with 
the Government, through {ts con- 
trol over the stock, exercising a 
degree of political control, the gen- 
eral manager of the lines always 
was picked by the administration. 
This period lasted until 1937. 


Troubles Pile Up. 


During this time troubles began 
to pile up. The railroad workers’ 
union grew rapidly in influence, 
called its first strike in 1921 and 
forced a heavy increase in the 
number of workers. This, in turn; 
forced up operating expenses, the 
ratio increasing from 65 to 85 per 
cent. In 1910 there were 26,000 
railroad workers; in 1920 there. 
were 31,500, and in 1927 the num- 
ber had‘ jumped to 44,000—all of 
this without any marked increase 
in the track mileage. 

From 1929 to 1932 the railroads 


‘were under their most competent 


management. The administrator, 
Sanchez Majorada, tried to reduce 
expenses, cut down on excess num- 
ber of employes and put the lines. 
on a business basis, but his tenure 
was short and he was replaced with 
a political management. . 

In June, 1937, the National Rail- 
ways were expropriated by Presi- 
dent Lazaro Cardenas on the 
ground that the company was or- 
ganized “as a company of the cap- 
italist order, and vices and defi- 
ciencies of management have been 
created and are increasing .. . 
and have retarded the tech 
progress of the lines.” 

He spoke of the importance o2 
the railways as a factor of great 
importance to the economic and 
social progress of the natién and 
said that “Its efficiency level may 
be taken as an index for calculat- 
ing the general condition of the 
progress of a nation.” 


Workers Take Over. 

At the request of workers who 
were clamoring for a greater share

Many Missouri elections have been stolen in 
dark by the use of ghost voters, ballot box stuffers, 
fake counts, etc. But this time the Democratic party 
has the crust to try to steal an election after the 
votes have been counted. They are going to try 
to blow the safe ih open daylight, with the whole 
State watching from grandstand seats. 

If the McDanielites can get away with this, we may 
as well quit talking about democracy and take up 
some form of totalitarianism. But we do not think 


somewhere along the line they are going to be stopped 
dead in their tracks. 

The method decided upon to unseat Donnell is for 
the Legislature to withhold a certificate of election 
and to “conduct an investigation” into alleged irreg- 
ularities at the election. While this is going on, Don- 
nell will not be permitted to take office. 

We believe this procedure flies in the face of the 
State Constitution. 

Here is what the Constitution (Article 6, Section 3): 
says: 

The returns of every election for the above- 
named officers (State elective officers) shall be 
sealed up and transmitted by the returning of- 
ficers to the Secretary of State, directed to the 
Speaker of the House of Representatives, who 
shall, immediately after the organization of the 
House, and before proceeding to other business, 
open and publish the same in the presence of a 
majority of each House of the General Assembly, 
who shall for that purpose assemble in the hall 
of the House of Representatives. The person 
having the highest number of votes for either of 
said offices shall be declared duly elected; but 
if two or more shall have an equal and the high- 
est’ number of votes, the General Assembly shall, 
by joint vote, choose one of such persons for the 
office. 


Is not this language clear? It says that the Speak- 
er, after the House is organized and before pro- 
ceeding to other business, shall open and publish 
the returns. It does not give the Speaker the pow- 
er to determine whether or not the returns are cor- 
rect, and only in the case of a tie vote does the 
Constitution give the members of the General As- 
sembly power to choose between the candidates. The 
person, meaning Donnell, having the highest number 
of votes, s@ys the Constitution, shall be declared duly 
elected. 

In the case of a contest—the procedure decided 
upon by the Democratic State Committee in the Don- 
nell-McDaniel case is not technically a contest but 
only an “investigation”—it shall be decided by a 
joint vote of both houses of the General Assembly, 
as provided by law. If a contest were held, Don- 
nell would first be seated, as the Constitution pro- 
vides, and would leave the office only if the contest 
were decided against him. 

If the Speaker of the House must open and publish 
the returns before he proceeds to other business, 
by what warrant can the House consider a petition 
for an investigation, which is certainly “other busi- 
ness,” before the returns are opened and published? 
The proposed “investigation,” besides being an at- 
tempt to steal the highest office in the State Govern- 
ment, violates the procedure laid down by the Con- 
stitution. |

From the Kansas City Times (Independent), 


HATEVER evidence they may be hid- 

ing in their locked vaults, a few politi- 

clans are conducting the most ruthless 
political campaign for a high office that the 
people of this State have ever seen. 

This is far different from a rabid partisan 
fight for an election. They are assembling 
all the political pressure at their command 
to prevent the seating of a man who was 
elected Governor of Missouri on the face of 
the election returns, 

If there were widespread fraud in the elec- 
tion, of course it should be investigated. No- 
body could question this for a minute. Such 
fraud discovered by the partisan politicians 
or anyone else is evidence to lay before the 
Legislature and the people of Missouri. 

Facts require no political heat, no steam- 
roller, for their support. Given convincing 
facts, many Republicans would feel in duty 
bound to go along with the strong Demo- 


cratic majority for a legal contest. But’ 


these politicians apparently are afraid that 
even the Democratic members of the Legis- 
lature will not be convinced by their evi- 
dence without a party whip to back it up. 

Under the laws of this and all other states, 
a candidate who has a majority on the face 
of the returns is presumed to be elected 
until it is proved otherwise. The obvious 
legal approach to an honest investigation 
would be to seat the man who was elected 
on the face of the returns. The proper per- 
sons with the evidence are then expected to 
petition the Legislature for an investigation. 
Petition, not command! 

The Legislature could then appoint a bi- 
partisan committee to follow up all evidence 
of fraud throughout the State. But appar- 
ently the machines and the machine-domi- 
nated politicians want no such thing. They 
are maki it plain that they want the 
office of ernor, no matter how they 
get it. 

The committee enters the picture only for 
its power over the party machinery, only for 
its pressure value. From this committee 
the dominant politicians obtain a vote tq 
launch a high-pressure contest—without 
even showing the evidence. 

All Democratic county committees have 
been asked to pass resolutions that wiil 


bring thesheat into each Democratic legis- 
lator’s own back yard. 

These county committees do not sit in 
the Legislature. Like the State committee, 
they can only marshal political pressure. 
For their consideration they are not fur- 
nished one figment of evidence, They are 
told to act only on the strength of the State 
committee’s action. 

“I would urge upon you the necessity of 
making the resolution fairly strong,” said 
the State chairman in his letter. 

Add to this official pressure the demands 
of the State jobholders, spurred on by their 
leaders. They put the whole contest on a 
“save my job” basis, exactly as if they were 
going to the voters in a political campaign. 
All this after the voters have spoken and 
the ictual voters are on hand for counting 
in any legitimate contest. 

Under the Constitution of Missouri, the 
Legislature's power to investigate elections 
and act on the results is judicial in char- 
acter. It is a high trust, to be exercised only 
in case of genuine doubt over the outcome 
of an election, 

The Legislature is entrusted with carrying 
out the will of the people. Anything less 
than an absolutely fair investigation could 
be only a barefaced attempt to take the vote 
away from the people of Missouri. 

To attempt to use any kind of political 
pressure against a legislator engaged in 
such a solemn duty is like turning the heat 
on a Judge before he tries a case. 

In: this critical situation, the politicians 
are using every political whip they can find. 
They are creating a smell] that will carry 
to every corner of the State. Their actions 
speak for the forces that tried to jam Law- 
rence McDaniel down the throats of the 
people of Missouri in the last election. 

Because of those forces, the returns show 
McDaniel losing by 3600 votes while Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was carrying the State 
by nearly 90,000. The ballots were cast by 
the same voters and counted by the same 
election officials.

ISSOURI plays hide-and-seek 

with its voters who are away 

from home at election time. 
They may or they may not vote, 
according as they meet or do not 
meet the narrow and finicky re- 
quirements of @ constitutional pro- 
yision adopted in 1924. 

Because the rules for absentee 
yoting are prescribed by the State 
Constitution, in the section quoted 
in an adjoining column, they can 
be changed only by amending the 
Constitution—a process which the 
Legislature could start at its com- 
ing session, but which the voters 
themselves would have to finish. 


Charles M. Hay, chairman of the 
gt. Louis Election Board, told the 
League of Women Voters, at a 
recent luncheon, that Missouri’ 
lack of a satisfactory absentee vot- 
ing law, such as other states have, 
caused more public complaint than 
any other deficiency of the State's 
election system. The women de- 
cided to center their first efforts 
on other matters—the secret ballot 
and a change in the primary elec- 
tion date—because these could be 
accomplished by an act of the 
Legislature and would not require 
an amendment to the Constitution. 


How the System Works. 


How the Missouri absentee voting 
system works in practice may be 
told by citing a few individual 
cases. (Any resemblance to names 
of actual persons, etc, etc., is pure- 
ly coincidental.) 

Private John Jones, St. Louis re- 
cruit in the United States Army, 
is in camp near Little Rock, Ark. 
He applies by mail to the St. Louis 
Election Board for an absentee bal- 
lot; it is sent to him, he marks 
it and sends it back, and it is 
voted and counted. 

Mr. and Mrs. William Jones, par- 


% ents of Private Jones, are visiting 


him in Arkansas at election time. 
They, too, apply to the St. Louis 
Election Board for absentee bal- 
lots, but are informed that the law 
does not permit civilians to vote if 
they are outside the State of Mis- 
so0ur©°i. 

John Doe, registered voter of St. 
Joseph, Mo., is 450 miles from 
home, at Poplar Bluff, Mo., at elec- 
tion time. He writes to the St. 
Joseph election authorities for an 
absentce ballot, receives and votes 
it. 

The same John Doe of S58t. 
Joseph, at the next election, is 50 
miles from home, at Falls City, 
Neb. No absentee ballot for him. 

Vagary of Metropolitan Area. 

Richard Roe, registered voter of 
the Twenty-fourth Ward, St. Louis, 
becomes sick and is taken to St. 
Mary’s Hospital, not far from his 
home, but over the boundary line 
in St. Louis County. He sends to 
the city Election Board for an 
absentee ballot, receives and votes 
ft. 
His brother, Edward, living in 
Clayton, is sent to the same hos- 
pital, but cannot get an absentee 
ballot, because he has not left the 
county of his residence. Likewise, 
a St. Louis resident v’ho is a pati- 
ent in St Luke’s Hospital, in the 
city, cannot vote unless he is car- 
ried to the polling place in an 
ambulance—a proceeding which 
physicians discourage. : 


Two men in Springfield, Mo., get 
political jobs. One gets a clerk- 
ship in a State office at Jefferson 
City. He may vote an absentee 
ballot in his home county, Greene. 
The other gets a better and more 
important job in Washington, He 
May not vote as an absentee, and 
Must pay railroad fare back to 
Missouri or lose his vote. 

As has been said, it will take 
tn amendment to the State Consti- 
tution, or a new section in a possi- 
ble new Constitution, to expand 
Missouri's very limited absentee 
Voting law. The new Legislature 
Will probably be urged to submit 
to the voters, at the 1942 State elec- 
tion, the question of a Constitu- 
tional Convention. Such a conven- 
lon, if held, would hear proposals 
for this and many other changes 
in the State’s fundamental law. 


Patterns From Other States. 


Absentee voting laws of other 
States will furnish patterns for 
change in the Missouri provisions. 
A principal needed change is to ex- 
tend the privilege to voters who 
tre out of the State at election 
Ume.

“The practice,” it continues, “is 
to use an official ballot, as re- 
quired by the Montana law; or a 
ballot headed ‘Official Absent Vot- 
er’s Ballot,’ as required by the 
Colorado law; or an official ballot 
with ‘Absent Voter Ballot’ printed 
or written on the stub, as in Utah 
and Oklahoma; or an official bal- 
lot with ‘Absentee’ part of the in- 
dorsement on the back of the bal- 
lot, as in Rhode Island. 

“Many of the states have extend- 
ed the privilege of voting to dis- 
abled persons. The Iowa ballot 
has as part of the indorsement ‘Ab- 
sent or Disabled Voter’s Ballot.’ 
The states uniformly supply this 
absent voter ballot either by mail 
or in person in an official envelope, 
and by law regulate the dispens- 
ing, the act of voting, and the can- 
vass.” 

In any search that may be made 
for new models in this branch of 
electoral procedure, Missouri may 
not have to look farther than the 
states on either side, Kansas and 
Illinois. 


Result of Law in Kansas, 


Kansas, in the election last No 
vember, gave a remarkable demon- 
stration of the importance of the 
absentee vote. Its law on this sub- 
ject, as it happened, was put 
through the Legislature in 1929 by 
the efforts of Payne Ratner, then 
State Senator from the Parsons dis- 
trict. Ratner, a Republican, was 
elected Governor in 1938, and ran 
for re-election in November, 1940. 

When all the votes cast in Kan- 
sas were couated, William H. 
Burke, Democratic nominee for 
Governor, had 423,323 and Ratner 
421,530, a lead of 1793 for Burke. 
But Ratner and the Republican 
campaign leaders did not concede 
the election. They had observed, 
in previous elections, that the out- 
of-state vote was predominantly 
Republican. 

When the out-of-state major 
party votes, numbering 6573, were 
counted, Burke proved to have 2175 
of them, and Ratner 4398, a lead 
of 2223 for the Governor. This 
overcame Burke’s lead, and _ re- 
elected Gov. Ratner by a net plural- 
ity of 430. 

Kansas does not dignify voters 
who are still in the State with the 
title of absentees. It provides that 
a resident of one county who is in 
another county on election day may 
go to the polls in the place where 
he is and, on making affidavit in 
a prescribed form, may vote on 
State and national, but not on local, 
candidates. 

The Ratner absentee ‘voting law, 
applying to voters outside the 
State, says: “It shall be lawful for 
any qualified voter of this State, 
who is to be absent from the State

MISSOURI SUPREME COURT 
WRITES GRAVES REPRIMAND 


In Written Opinion Refers to “Dere- 
lictions as Prosecuting Attorney” 
in Kansas City. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 4.—An 
pinion formally recording the 
Missouri Supreme Court’s recent 
oral reprimand of Waller 
Graves, ousted as Prosecuting At- 
torney of Jackson County, for fail- 
ure to enforce the law and neglect 
of official duties, for “his dere- 
lictions” was filed today by the 
court en banc. 

When the court reprimanded 
Graves last Dec. 9 after a brief 
hearing, it announced a formal 
opinion would be filed later. Ouster 
of Graves as prosecutor had been 
ordered by the court in a suit filed 
by Attorney-General McKittrick. 
Chief Justice C. A. Leedy Jr., 
who wrote the opinion, reviewed 
the ouster case and pointed out 
the court had not sustained charges 
of personal corruption. 

“We do not believe the record 
justifies disbarment,” the Chief 
Justice said, “but for his derelic-

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SCIENTIST FINDS U.S 
PAPERS IMPARTIAL 


Says Suggesiion That They 
Are Operated Only for 
Profit Is ‘Slander.’ 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 4 (AP).— 
American newspapers were describ- 
ed by a Columbia University psy- 
chologist today as impartial, jour- 
nals of world news, regardless of 
their political affiliations or the 
size of the cities in which they are 
published. : 

Dr. E. L. Thorndike, in an analy- 
sis of various American newspa- 
pers, also declared that “those who 
make newspapers apparently still 


‘in large measure consider their 


craft to be that of getting and pre- 
senting news, and not an appren- 
ticeship for pictorial magazines, 
Hollywood or television.” 

“Apparently,” he added, “those 
who buy newspapers still in large 
measure buy them not as a means 
of entertainment ... but mainly 
for the conventional] features of a 
newspaper of the last half-century.” 

His analysis was published in 
The Scientific Monthly. j 

“It is common to speak of the 
newspapers of today as purely com- 
mercial enterprises managed ‘ with 
an eye single to profits,” the scien- 
tist declared. “The facts of the 
study suggest that for most of the 
press of the United States. this is 
a slander.” . 

He also reported his analysis 
showed the largest percentage of 
newspaper space is devoted to do- 
mestic and foreign news, education, 
personal items, science, stock and 
bond quotations and sports.

Informed quarters said President 
Roosevelt’s budget, to be presented 
to Congress Wednesday, would call 
for “normal expenditures”—those 
exclusive of defense costs—aggre- 
gating about $8,000,000,000 and 
would include about $1,000,000,000 
as normal army and navy costs. 
The budget is expected to total 
$17,000,000,000. 

Anticipated revenue as shown in 
the budget, these dources said, will 
just about balance normal expendi- 
tures, leaving a deficit of $9,000, 
000,000, the estimated cost of ex- 
traordinary defense costs.

This difference precipi- 
tated a crisis in the committee.” 
After the President’s speech Mon- 
day, the policy board immediately 
reaffirmed its Nov. 26 statement, 
between which and the President's 
position, Blaisdell said, “only a 
quibbler could see differences.”

Head of Leonard Wood Memorial Adds Asa 
B. Wallace to Board, Consults St. Louisans 
on World-Wide Study. 


On what may be a quiet week 
end for the head of a research 


foundation, President Perry Bur- 
gess of the Leonard Wood Memo- 
rial dropped into St. Louis Friday 
afternoon, took a suite at Hotel 
Chase, and since then hc-s: 

Persuaded Asa B. Wallace to 
accept election to the founda- 
tion’s board along with Dwight 
Davis, Secretary of War Henry 
L. Stimson, Owen D. Young and 
others of note. 

Conferred with a number of 
St. Louisans interested in the 
foundation’s world-wide search 
for a means of wiping out leprosy. 

Met his epidemiologist, Dr. 
George M. Saunders, to check 
over data which Dr. Saunders 
gathered in two years in the 
Virgin Islands, with six months 
yet to go in analyzing the mate- 
rial at Western Reserve Univer- 
sity. 

Arranged through a scientific 
friend in Malaya to meet in this 
country an investigator whose 
work in Siam seems to hold some 
promise for treating the neural 
or “closed” type of leprosy with 
diphtheria toxoid. 

“One thing I want to find out 
is what led him to the idea of us- 
ing toxoid,” said Burgess. “But if 
his results so far stand up to the 
report I have, he’s doing just the 
sort of work the foundation wants 


to support.” 
Research Here. 

The institution, founded by the 
late Gen. Leonard Wood and sup- 
ported -by an increasing group of 
philanthropists, has financed lep- 
rosy research in Washington Uni- 
versity, the University of Califor- 
nia and other schools, in addition 
to maintaining its own laboratories 
in the Philippines. Its initiation 
here was followed by studies going 
on now toward cultivation of rat 
leprosy in the research division of 
Barnard Free Skin & Cancer Hos- 
pital. 

A University of Pennsylvania in- 


vestigator, with the backing of the 
foundation, is attempting to — 
a skin test for leprosy. The 

is complicated by rarity of the 
disease in this country and, with 
no established method to cultivate 
the germ in the labratory, scarcity 
of material. Its importance to both 
study and control of the disease is 
indicated by the fact that in the ab- 


igence of a skin test, Dr. Saunders 


and his staff, for example, can con- 
duct their field surveys only by 
painstaking physical examinations. 

Those surveys, which have cov- 
ered 40,000 persons in three areas 
in the Philippines and two in the 
Virgin Islands, have built up. what 
one expert called “the first factual 
data” on the spread of the disease. 
Previously existing material, Bur- 
gess commented, consisted largely 
of “rumor rather than real scien- 
tific work.”

DUBLIN, Jan. 4 (AP).—Neutral 
Ireland laid new charges of bomb- 


ing and the dropping of magnetic 
mines at the door of Germany to- 


day, and a newspaper close to the 
Government declared “it is hardly 
conceivable” that the week's series 


of bombings was accidental. 
Tonight tin-hatted air raid war- 
dens appeared in Dublin's streets 
and demolition squads were under 
standby orders. But Dubliners de- 
clined to leave the comfort of their 
homes .for the safety of cramped 
air raid shelters. 

An official statement said two‘ 
magnetic sea mines dropped at En- 
niskerry, Wickford County, below 
Dublin, Wednesday, “were identi- 
fied as of German origin; 80, also, 
were bombs dropped at Oslegate, 
County Wexford.” 3 

Other Bombs Identified. 

Wexford is a southeast coastal 
county and today’s announcement 
raised to five the number of inci- 
dents in which explosive and incen- 
diary bombs have been identified 
by the Government as German. 

The other bombs so identified fell 
on the Curragh of Kildare, Julians- 
town, Duleek and Borris, all within 
a 60-mile area of Dublin. In ad- 
dition, a plane dropped a bomb in 
a Dublin residentia) district before 
dawn yesterday, causing much 
damage and injuring more than a 
dozen persons. 

Three persons. were killed in the 
bombing at Borris Wednesday 
night, and in all, more than 20 have 
been injured in the various local- 
ities, 

Awaiting a German reply to its 
note of yesterday, demanding cessa- 
tion of the attacks and indemnity 
for casualties and damaged prop- 
erty, the De Valera Government 
limited its remarks on the diplo- 
matic repercussions of the bomb- 
ings to a denial of rumors that it 
intends to expel the German Min- 
ister. 

(A German spokesman has 
charged that bombs were “Eng- 
lish or imaginary,” and authorized 
Berlin sources Saturday predicted 
“a clear and unmistakable answer” 
to the Irish protest) 

Ireland’s press and people were 
more voluble than the officials. 
The Irish Press, considered a 
Government organ, suggested that 
if Germany really had “the will” 
to stop the bombings, it ought not 
to be hard. 

It pointed out that the lights of 
Dublin and other cities, although 
cowled, still are visible from di- 
rectly overhead “to indicate our 
neutrality.” It said: “These grave 
happenings seem to the layman to 
be inexplicable.” | 

The Irish Times said “the pos- 
sibility of a genuine mistake is re- 
mote” and demanded serious con- 
sideration of a real blackout and 
other air raid precautions, , 

The Irish Independent demanded 
that the Irish Dail (Legislature) be 
summoned in permanent session 
0 the position has been clari- 
fied.” 

There was an obvious change 
in the attitude of the people. Irish- 
men who were formerly inclined to 
‘lay early bombings to navigation- 
al errors by belligerent planes or 
even on “English planes carrying 
German bombs” now were talking 
about the possibility that Germany 
wants Ireland in the war as Brit- 
ain’s ally—perhaps because of the 
help which Britain then would 
have to extend to this poorly de- 
fended country.

Brazil, With Fair Climate and 
Favorable Exchange Rate, 
Is Favorite Choice. 


RIO DE JANEIRO, Jan. 4 (AP). 
—North American tourists, unable 
to go to Paris, Biarritz, Monte 
Carlo, London and their other 
haunts of pre-war Europe, are 
flocking to South America. Almost 
twice as many visitors come to 
Brazil now as before the war start- 
ed. Rio de Janeiro is the big at- 
traction. 

They come to loll on _ Rio’s 
beaches, to ride up famous Sugar 
Loaf Mountain by cable car, to 
sample the city’s night life.

AFTER THE affair Hapsburg, 
Steffi became an open Nazi 
agent. She had met close friends 
of Hitler’s during the early days 
of Nazidom, Fritz Weidemann, 
Goebbels, Von Ribbentropp, and 
in London she became Weide- 
mann’s social sponsor. Hitler 
himself frequently sent his

private plane to London to take 
her to Berlin and she visited 
him also at Berchtesgaden. 
Among her tricky maneuvers, 
she introduced Rothermere to 
Hitler in 1934, and Rothermere 
even dined with Hitler, a rare 
event which he no doubt never 
forgot. Hitler, it seems, ac- 
cepted his invitation to a hotel, 
but refused to take anything 
but a glass of water. Moreover 
he stormed at his host in a tor- 
rent of German which the Vis- 
count could not understand, and 
finally when someone accident- 


ally knocked over a vase, Der. 


Fuehrer departed with Storm 
Troopers who burst in with 
drawn revolvers at the sound 
of the crash, 


At the approach of World 
War II Rothermere decided he 
had best step out of European 
politics before he got the hot 
foot, and he told the Princess 
her services would no longer be 
required. The Princess resented 
being thus shipped back to the 
minors, and they had what was 
described as a “heated discus- 
sion.” Finally Lord Rothermere

work for England’s appease 
ment. To prove it she even 
persuaded Hitler to let her use 
his correspondence with Roth- 
ermere at the trial, although it 
would be unpleasant for him.

Since the enterprising little 
lady had been astute enough to 
make photostats of confidential 
material, there was nothing for 
Lord Rothermere to do but ad- 
mit he had once been an admir- 
er of Hitler, 


“In 1935 I thought he really 
wanted peace above  every- 
thing,” he confessed. “I was 
wrong and so was half the pop- 
ulation.” 


But in the matter of money, 
the 7l-year-old lord thought he 
had been fair enough. He had 
given Steffi $250,000 already, he 
said, and that, he intimated 
coldly, was not alfalfa.

THE PRINCESS’ suit was 
eventually pronounced “nebulous 
and unreliable” and was dis- 
missed. After that she dropped 
out of the headlines for a while. 
Lord Rothermere died while she 
was in America and the Rother- 
mere-Hohenlohe scandal was 
forgotten until recently when 
she was told to get out of t 
and country. At that time she 
was with Fritz Weidemann, now 
German Consul-Genera] in San 
Francisco. After she had been 
told to leave by Dec. 22, Steffi 
disappeared and there was a 
rumor afloat that the saboteuse 
had booked passage on a steam- 
er sailing from San Francisco 
Jan. 9, and that she would be 
allowed to stay until then. 


The Princess, now 43, is no 
longer the beauty she once Was, 
according to present informa- 
tion and American reporters, 
though impressed by Wer silver 
fox furs and diamonds, were 
very unflattering. One of them 
described her as a “stumpy, de- 
termined, middle-aged woman.” 


A sort of wistful anti-climaz 
is provided the whole story by 
a late bit of news to the effect 
that a mink coat and ermine 
cape owned by the Princess 
were attached at a fur refur- 
bishing shop by the Mme. Suzy 
millinery shop which contended 
the Princess had left New York 
last May without paying a $100 
hat bill. All of which leaves 
the Princess, an aging agent, 
without beauty, with naught but 
a lone silver fox between her 
and the cold world, with no 
friends except Hitler which 
would scarcely qualify her for 
anybody's friendship league. 
Now she has been booted out 
of another country and aside 
from the head Nazi, no one 
seems to care where she goes, 
just so it’s far.

HEY call her the Traipsin’ 

Woman of the Kentucky moun- 

tains. The mountain folk gave 
her the name when she was traip- 
sin’ from county seat to county 
seat with a passel of lawyers and 
a circuit-riding jurge, takin’ down 
on the contrapshun that she carried 
with her what the witnesses told 
in trials involving killin’s and mak- 
in’s and other transactions that 
were less important or more impor- 
tant, according to the point of view. 


Jean Thomas is not a court re- 
porter any more, but she is still 
the Traipsin’ Woman, going up and 
down the land and across the briny 
deep in the interest of the greatest 
one-woman show on earth, the 
Singin’ Gatherin’, in the Rowan 
County hills on the Mayo Trail, 
back from Big Sandy. 


The Singin’ Gatherin’, which was 
started 10 years ago, now rates a 
more high-sounding name; the an- 
nual American Folk Song Festival, 
and has back of it the American 
Folk Song Society, with a national 
advisory board of important per- 
sons, but it is still the Singin’ Gath- 
erin’ and it is still the great one- 
woman show that it always was.

ration were made public there

ican Folk Song Festival came into 
being as a medium through which 
authentic interpretation of Ameri- 
can folk song might be perpetu- 
ated.” 

It was a nice proclamation but 
the local newspaper played it down 
and expressed doubt whether Gov. 
Laffoon would come, as had been 
announced, He came, though, ac- 
companied by his wife and the 
Mayor, and made a speech. He 
was there, he said, not for po- 
litical reasong but because he be- 
lieved in the Traipsin’ Woman's 
festival and her purpose. 

Through the years the festival 
grew and the opposition to it kept 
pace. Traipsin’ wasn’t any too good 
for the Traipsin’ Woman, There 
was q Whispering campaign. The 
owner of the cabin and the ground 
where the: festival was held was 
told that the woman was getting 
rich off of his place and off of the 
exploited mountain people. Look at 
the crowds that came to the gath- 
erin’ and the cars parked in the 
meadows, thousands of them from 
all over the land. 

It all had its effect on the land- 
lord. Just a week before the festi- 
val was to be held in 1934 he 
balked and refused to permit it to 
be held on his ground. It had been 
announced far and wide and it was 
too late to recall the announce- 
ments. The * Woman was 
in a panic, She couldn’t expect any 
help from Ashland. In her day of 
despair a letter came from a friend 
in the East. He wanted to do 
something for the Song Festival. 
What could he do? Miss Thomas 
wired back that the Festival needed 


@ permanent home and needed it 
quick. 

Back came the answer: “Find the 
site and if there isn’t a windowless 
log cabin on the place get one and 
put it there.”

N the second Sunday in June 
the thousands who came along 


the Mayo Trail were guided by 


sign posts to a little cabin on Four 
Mile Fork of Garner with rived 
oak shingle roof, cat-and-clay chim- 
ney and a big rustic stage in the 
foreyard. 

When the last of the mountain 
minstrels had sung Mrs. Ruby Laf- 
foon, wife of the Governor, drew 
aside the flag that was draped 
across the front of the cabin and 
revealed a bronze tablet:

The Traipsin’ Woman 
Cabin and site donated 
In Memory of 
Maria Louise Cross. 


Maria Louise Cross was the sister 
of Capt. B. Franklin Cross, who 
had wired Miss Thomas to get 
the site and cabin. 


Then more outside help came. 
The Rockefeller Foundation made 
a grant for filming and recording 
the festival in its entirety. as a 
permanent record in the Division 
of Music, Library of Congress. 

The mountain singers had def- 
initely arrived. Miss Thomas took 
them to New York for stage ap- 
pearances and they went on the air. 

To the Singin’ Gatherin’ of 1938 
came a crowd estimated at 20,000. 


Cars-from most of the States of 
the Union were parked for miles. 
Gov. “Happy” Chandler was there 
and sang “There's a Rainbow in the 
Sky” and “Barbara Ellen,” and 
joined with the mountain folk in 
their singing. But Asbland still 
was not represented.

NE day when Jean Thomas was 

traipsin’ to town the editor of 

the Ashland paper came along in 
his big blue car and gave her a lift. 
“Now Miss Jean,” the editor said, 
“you should bring your festival 
to town, say to Central Park. Hold 
it at your cabin one day and in 
town one day. People object to 
going way out there. Bring the 
festival to town for the second 
day. Let Ashland get some of the 
benefit of the crowds, I will get 
the merchants behind you. I will 
help you in my paper. Get the wom- 
en in on it too, the town women. 
They like to take a hand in af- 
fairs.” 

Miss Thomas asked him how he 
would like to head a committee 
of merchants. The editor was 
pleased but he demurred: “Just as 
I was saying at the Rotary meet- 
ing the other day, I can’t do it all, 
but I will help through my paper. 


I will get the merchants behind 


you.” 

Miss Thomas suggested that his 
son, high up in Rotary, might head 
the committee. That would be 
fine, the editor said. 

The next day there was a piece 
in the paper: “The plan to make 
the American Folk Song Festival 
a two-day event next year should 
meet with the approval of Ashland 


merchants. Here is a chance to 


make a big thing out.of a local 
affair, We have people coming 
from all over the nation to see 
the folksong festival, with little at- 
tention being paid to it locally.” 

Nothing came of it, though, be- 
cause Miss Thomas changed her 
mind about it. She had struggled 
single-handed to found the festival 
and keep it going, untainted by 
commercialism. She would carry 
on alone “as long as I live.” 

So on the second Sunday of June 
this year the Singin’ Gatherin’ will 
be held as usual at the Traipsin’ 
Woman’s cabin on Four Mile Fork 


of Garner, 18 miles south of Ash-. 


land. 

The mountain singers wil] all be

From relatives of his chum, Philip 
Ohlemueller, who had come to 
America with him, Joe got the 
names of cooperage companies in 
St. Louis and landed a job at the 
Brueckmann Cooperage Co., at 2400 
South Third street, that same after- 
noon. 

“I was a greenhorn though,” Joe 
now laughs over his experiences of 
that first day in St. Louis. “In a 
restaurant I ordered schincken and 
eler—ham and eggs—and what do 
you think I got? A whole fried 
chicken. And with only $12.50 until 
the next payday.” 

Another of what Joe calls his 
“greenhorn” stunts consisted of 
asking for a raise the first week 
on his first job. 

“The first week I made $25,” he 
laughed, “and the next Monday I 
say I want a raise.

An outspoken German, Joe Scho- 
ber says that after living in Amer- 
ica and enjoying complete freedom 
of speech, he is sure he could never 
fit himself into a dictatorship and 
would probably end up in a concen- 
tration camp. 

“When I think of what goes on 
over there and then I hear some- 
body criticise America, I boil,” Joe 
exclaims,
